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1. For the record, we wish to note that the GRENGULF/7 case has 
leaked to at least one Vienna newspaper. This was inevitable, consider- 
ing the ever-increasing number of people who have gained knowledge of 
the case. 

2. The circumstances in which we became aware of press knowledge 
of the case have been recorded in the attached contact report. 

3* While we think that we have blocked publication in GRCAMERA's 
newspaper, it cannot be assumed that the source of the leak has restricted 
his indiscretion to GRCAMERA's correspondent or that there is or will be 
only one source of leak. On the contrary, judging by previous precedents 
and the generally insufficient regard for security in Austrian Government 
circles, we can anticipate that in due course the GRENGULF/7 incident 
will become a matter of general knowledge and that, sooner or later, 
possibly depending on internal political considerations , some newspaper 
will print the story for its embarrassment potential. 

4. Enough people now know about the GRENOJLF/7 case in the Austrian 
Government to make any guessing about the source(s) of the information 
given to GRCAMERA and possible future leaks a fruitless enterprise.

on the following: 



According to his sources in the Interior Ministry, the 
Americans have provided unquestionable information to 
the effect that a senior employee of the Interior Minis- 
try, formerly the right-hand man of Pammer, was an agent 
of the Soviets. Although the Minister is satisfied about 
the authenticity of the information, the man remains on 
the payroll of the I n terior Ministry because the Americans 
are not willing to put their information on the suspect 
in such a form that it would be acceptable for the pur- 
poses of criminal prosecution. 



2. I told GRCAMERA that I continue to be impressed with his 
sources in the police even though his statement contains certain 
inaccuracies. I said that I was sure the same sources which provided 
the above would also be in a position to correct the inaccuracies 
which were not of such nature as to effect the basic problems posed 
by the case. 



3. Subsequently I gave him the party line on better training 
and salaries for personnel concerned with security matters, the con- 
cepts of defensive security investigations, the possibilities of the 
polygraph in screening candidates for certain positions, etc. I also 
described to him in theoretical terms the problems faced by an 
intelligence agency when it tries to play prosecutor, and the danger 
of compromise to intelligence sources and methodology when the accused 
is given access by the court to precisely that type of information 
which he is in fact most eager to get. GRCAMERA said he understood 
and of course would not print anything on this subject. 
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
